Dieg raceful Insecurity to FPemsties in 
@ Federal Fort iu Texas—A Bru- 
tal Negre Hreaks inte a Lady's 
Sieeping Apartment — The 
Weman'Instantiy *hoeets 
Bim.

To the Editor of the Herald: . 

Four times within as many months efforts 
have been made by some black-hearied ras- 
cals at this post to effect an entrance into the 
sleeping apartments of the familics of the 
Officers of the garrison during the absence of 
the officers on their several dutics.

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Tuk Age or Pustic Men.—Mr. Greeley 
was much younger tban many men whose 
uames are associated with his own in Ameri.

portion of hs career. Mr. Seward lived to 
the age of seventy-one, and Mr. Thurlow 
Weed still lives at the age of seventy-five. 
Mr. Webster was seventy when he died, and 
Henry Clay, to whom Mr. Greeley was devo- 
tedly attacued, was seventy-five. “Old Ben. 
Wade” enjoys very fair health at the age of 
seventy-two, Mr. Chase is sixty-four, and 
Mr. Sumner is only Mr. Greeley’s age. The 
late James Gordon Bennett was seventy-one 
when he died, and Martin Van Buren 
waseighty. The newly elceted Governor of 
New York is older than Mr. Greeley by 
thirteen years. If we look to other couutries, 
and turn to the men who have led very active 
and hard-working lives, we find the compari- 
yon equally striking.

‘Deflance of the Covernment
